Of Hog Cholera 

A county free from hog chol- 
era this year is the .goal to which, 
swine- breeders in Steuben comi- 
ty. Indiana, are working under 
tile liuidance of the local coiuit\ 
agent an<l the district veterinar- 
ian of the Cniled Stales I>eparl- 
ment of .Vi^ricnllure. .As a result 
of a persistent campaign for the 
control of cholera and strict or- 
ganizeti effort to era<licale it. 
there has been a remarkable de- 
crease in the disease in the coun- 
ty rluring the last tw<j years. In 
1917 the loss from cholfra in the 
count \ . according:; to tlie conntV| 
agent', was about i^lO.OOO. in 1918 
it was a little less than $5,000. and 
in 1019, is was about the same. 
In 1920 however, only three tases 
occurred in the county, which 
leads tlie swine J>reeders to be- 
lieve that if there efforts to con- 
trol the disease are continued 
cholera can be practically eradi- 
cated.
